for the people," and who are de- 
termined that bureaucracy may 
never be allowed to subvert the 
principle of democracy as Lin- 
coln defined it. 


Similarly, 1 think that in the 


sphcr eof religion the great prin- 
ciple that must not be subverted 
is freedom—the freedom of un- 
official individuals and groups to 
follow the dictates of reason and 
conscience in religious expression 
and action.
